« cording to the way that I have the Honour of thinking of this 
& Matter, this ſeems to me to be the beſt B-1 that ever 
« was offered us; and therefore I ſhall be for it to the laſt 
Drop of my Breath. 1wiſh any Gentleman would lay his 
« Hand upon his Heart, and anſwer me whether the making 
« twelve L at Once in a late Reign, was not the wic- 
&« kedeſt Thing that ever was heard of: And ſuch a Thing 
4 I am certain may be attempted again, if we do not ſhew 
« them a zew Game, and give them one and thirty of our 
« own Friends, to prevent any ſuch Practice for the future. 
« The worthy Gentleman was pleas'd to ſay, That the 
Noble L—— who was the Author of that Advice 
might in ſome meaſure be excus'd, if that Matter is 
« compared with what is now propos'd. 


« That L— fays, he plainly ſhew'd that he thought 

« what he did was a juſtifiable Action, becauſe he left 
« the Door open for himſelf to be call'd to account for

4 „% a Man acts. I have already given my Judgment 
« in another place as to thoſe Words, and I ſhali give 
4 the ſame Opinion here again. The Gentleman, he 
4 thinks that this is a very bad B-— 1; that is his 
Quo Ani mo. I think it a very good one; that is my 
4 Ouo Animo. As to what he faid about the S 
« L—ds, That this would be invading their Property, 
« and taking away their Birthright, out of a pretence 
« of curing a publick Inconvenience ; and that in the 
« fame way of arguing, any P t may as well 
« take away the Fu----ds; nothing being more inconve- 
« nient to the Publick, than paying ſuch great and end- 
« lefs Taxes: I hope the Gentleman will allow there is 
« a great deal of difference between what is done by 
« Friends, and what is done by Enemies. If we do 
4 take away their Property, I hope there is nobody here 
« that 
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&« that imagines that we do it out of Ill-will ; and the 
World muſt allow, that what is done is rather out of

* Beſides, I have been inform'd by a very Honourable 
Gentleman, That three of them are Boys at School; and 
I hope nobody can imagine at this time of day, that 
“ any of thoſe Gentlemen, for whom I own I have 
the greateſt Eſteem, would be fo barbarous, as to hurt 
&« young Boys, out of an Averſion to their Perſons. As for 
* thoſe of Riper Tears, there are ſeveral of them Jaco—es, 
« as the ſame Honourable Perſon has aſſur'd me; and I 
4“ hope no ſuch ſort of People will meet with any En- 
“ couragement here. Gentlemen are pleas'd to dwell 
“ much upon the S— No-—y in this caſe, as if 
& their Re — intended to take their Property 
« from them; whereas it is very plain, they intend to 
© make a Pr of them: And is not that the ſame 
« thing to the whole Nation, ſo long as it is all amongſt 
« their own Countrymen? And therefore I cannot ima- 
« gine how any body can be ſo abſurd, as to look upon 
« this as a Breach of the Un —: And I hope we ſhall 
* hear no more of that matter. 
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« There has been one thing often inſinuated in this 
« Debate, as if ſome Gentlemen were influenced to come 
« into this Propoſal by Aſſurance of Peer 5, as if they 
4 had Warrants in their Pockets, and I do not know what: 
« For my part, Sir, I act according to the beſt of my 


« Underſtanding, and none of thoſe mean Conſiderations: 
« can have any weight with me. As for all their Titles 


« and Honours, 1 Faſt them all behind my back, like Chaff 
„ before the Wind. For all — ſhall be
